AT   THE 

FIRST  ANNUAL  GENERAL  MEETING, 

Held  Wednesday,  the  14th  Day  of  August,  1833, 

At  Radenhursfs  Hotel,  New  Street. 


L  HE  Directors  have  much  satisfaction  in  stating,  that 
the  result  of  the  operations  of  the  Company  tor  the 
past  year,  has  fully  reahzed  their  expectations. 

The  Accounts  are  made  up  to  the  30th  June  last, 
and  have  been  audited  by  Messrs.  Whittingham  and 

GoODAVIN. 

After  making  a  liberal  alloveance  for  all  losses  and 
other  contingencies,  the  profits  amount  to  upwards  of 
20  per  cent,  per  annum  upon  the  Capital  subscribed. 

The  Directors  therefore  recommend,  that  a  Dividend 
after  the  rate  of  10  per  cent,  per  annum  be  now  de- 
clared, to  be  computed  from  the  day  on  which  the  Pro- 
prietors paid  up  their  Calls  to  the  30th  June  last ;  and 
that  the  said  Dividend  be  payable  at  the  Banking  Office 
of  the  Company,  on  tlie  14th  September  next. 

The  remaining  profits,  with  the  sums  arising  from 
Shares,  sold  at  a  premium  amounting  together,  to 
£5213.  4s.  6d.  they  purpose  carrying  towards  the 
formation  of  a  Reserved  Fund,  agreeably  with  Clauses 
i\os.  45  and  4G,  in  the  Deed  of  Settlement. 

As  the  Bank  did  not  commence  business  till  the  1st  of 
August,  1832,  and  the  Books  are  made  up  to  the  30th 
June,  1833,  the  profits  are  of  course  the  result  of  eleven 
montlis'  operations  only. 
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The  Directors  cannot  therefore  but  congratulate  the 
Proprietors,  tliat  tliey  are  enabled  to  recommend  a  Di- 
vidend of  10  per  cent,  to  be  declared,  and  still  retain  so 
large  a  sum  as  £5213,  45.  6d.  towards  the  Reserve 
Fund  ;  and  that  after  making,  as  before  stated,  a  liberal 
allowance  for  losses  and  other  contingencies. 

The.  transactloiis  of  the  Baok  have  continued  and  are 
deSff^ -l^er6«siwg^,*  dnd^  1te  a:ffeirs  are  in  a  sound  and 
heJiilhy  state. 

Tlie  Dii:c:cvors.]iiive  still  a  reserve  of  Shares  for  future 
distnblitibfij  VrHicll  they  purpose  continuing  to  appropri- 
ate-to such  applicfints  as  mayi  become  Customers  to  the 
Barii. ' 

Since  the  last  Meeting,  a  Contract  has  been  entered 
into  with  Messrs.  Walthew,  for  the  erection  of  the  new 
Bank,  in  Bennett's  Hill,  upon  very  advantageous  terms. 

The  Directors  would  here  close  their  Report,  did  they 
not  feel  it  to  be  their  duty  from  a  conviction  that  the 
ineasure  will  tend  to  the  stability  and  permanent  in- 
terest of  the  Bank,  to  recommend  that  the  present 
Capital  should  be  augmented,  and  for  that  purpose  they 
contemplate  making  a  furthur  Call  of  £5.  per  Share, 
under  Clause  7,  in  the  Deed  of  Settlement. 

The  Directors  consider  it  essential  to  provide  such  an 
Amount  of  Capital  as  will  enable  the  Bank  to  continue 
in  a  time  of  scarcity  (without  reference  to  its  issues  and 
deposits)  to  its  various  connections  that  support  and 
assistance  which  they  would  expect  at  such  a  period. 

There  can  be  no  doubt,  from  past  results,  that  the 
profits  of  the  Bank  will,  at  the  lowest  computation, 
enable  the  Directors  to  continue  the  rate  of  Dividend 
now  proposed,  not  only  upon  the  present,  but  upon  the 
Capital  when  augmented  as  suggested.

That  as  a  compliment  to  the  present  Directors  for 
their  exertions  in  favour  of  the  Company,  this  Meeting 
allots   them   Fifty    Shares  each,   at  par,  and   that   to 
enable  them  to  hold  such  Shares,  the  following  words 
be    inserted  by  way   of  addition  to    Clause  3,   in  the 
Deed  of  Settlement,   immediately   following   the  word 
'•  Company"  in  the  ninth  line  of  that  Clause,  namely, 
'•  except  the  present  Directors,  who  shall  be  allowed  to 
hold  One  Hundred  and   Fifty  Shares,   with  the  under- 
standing that  they  shall  hold  tlieir  Shares  for  Three 
Years  at  the  least." 

Tlianks  were  then  voted  to  the  Chairman  and  Direc- 
tors, and  the  Meeting  separated.
